bight—enough to make angels weep 
—sighing, crying, dying, everywhere. 
Some are demented to the extent of 
preferring darkness to light, wallow­ 
ing in the mire of sin and feeding 
upon the apples of Sodom; some of 
them so depraved that they love the 
yvrong and hate the right; others so 
weak that they cannot do the things

m an’s wayward course and its pen­ 
alty of sin and death, and from that 
beginning He planned the great res­ 
cue which now Ile is to begin. 
The 
rescue 
is 
not 
from a fiery hell of 
everlasting torture, but from the te r­ 
rible condition of sin and death in 
which we find ourselves. 


Freeing 
Death-Appointed 
Prisoners. 


The entire race of Adam, shackled 
with sin and under sentence of death, 
have for six thousand 
years 
been 
marching to the great prison-house of 
the tomb. 
An ever-increasing num ­ 
ber, they are now' entering the prison 
house at the rate of ninety thousand 
every 
twenty-four 
hours. 
Notwith­ 
standing the efforts they make to he 
happy, the Apostle was undoubtedly 
correct in his declaration—“the whole 
creation groans and travails in pain 
together.” 


God has heard 
the 
groaning 
of 
these prisoners, has sympathized with 
them, and has provided a redemption. 
i 
As one m an’s sin brought tile curse 
upon himself and, by laws ut hered­ 
ity, upon all of his children, so Di­ 
vine Wisdom has arranged 
that 
a 
Savior, and a Great One, s iou Id give 
Himself a Ransom fur Adam and his 
race. 
This already has been accom­ 
plished, in that Christ died, “ the Just 
for the unjust,” to bring back to har­ 
mony with God the condemned Adam 
and his race. 
But this is not suffi­ 
cient. 
It is only the beginning. The 
thousands of millions brought 
into 
being as children of Adam need to be 
rescued 
from 
the 
prison-house 
of 
death. 
It is not sufficient that they 
should he legally loosed. 
They need

In the Regeneration Tim es, 


Our Redeemer, when asked by His 
disciples what special

generation times they. as His disei-| 
pies. would sit with 
Him 
in 
His 
Throne, and be the judges, th*- rulers, 
the instructors, the helpers of all the j 
tribes of Israel, typically representing I 
all the families of the earth desirous , 
cf return to harmony 
with 
God.— j 
Matthew 19:28. 
St. Peter, to whom Jesus addressed J 
these words, distinctly points out to I 
us that those Times of Regeneration, j 
or Restitution, are waiting—delaying 
until the second coming of Carist in 
the power and glory of His Messianic 
Kingdom. 
(Acts 3:19-21.) Then those 
“Times of Restitution.” the world's 
regeneration time, will 
be ushered 
in. 
Then the church, changed from 
earthly nature to Heavenly nature, 
w ill he w it ii hep Lord and share His 
glory. 
When Christ * * * shall ap­ 
pear,’ we (the Church of the First­ 
borns, the first-fruits unto God of His 
creatures) shall appear with Him in 
glory.”

These labor leaders probably will 
come armed with a certified copy of 
the statement given to newspapers by 
Governor Major when attorney gen­ 
eral; State Auditor Gordon and Sec­ 
retary of State Roach 
during 
the 
pendency of the campaign for $3,500,- 
OOO bond issue, assuring union labor 
if the bonds were voted the capitol 
would be built by organized labor. 
Just how’ these three officials are 
going to redeem this pledge is prob­ 
lematical . The work of constructing 
the capitol is vested by law in the 
state capitol commission. 
It has pow’- 
er to award the contracts and han­ 
dle the entire proposition, subject to 
a general supervision by members of 
the permanent seat of government. 
The 
Major-Roach-Gordon 
“union 
labor” statement was called out by 
letters of inquiry, it is said, from the 
labor leaders as to what would be 
the policy of the state if the bonds 
were voted with reference to the em­ 
ployment of labor. 
What the labors 
may insist upon is a union clause in 
the contract for the construction of 
the capitol proper. They will not get 
such clause, for the reason that there 
is no provision in the law for it. , 
They probably will ask for addi­ 
tional assurances from the governor, 
s< c ret ary of state and auditor that 
union labor will he employed exclu- 
i lively in the construction of the su­ 
perstructure. 
The same proposition 
probably will be put up to the state 
capitol commission. 
The contractor putting in the foun­ 
dation is employing labor of all kinds 
without reference to whether it is 
union or non-unionmen. 
About two- 
thirds of his force are men from Mil­ 
ler county, it is said.

After being hauled off and repaired 
the Nipsic became a receiving ship at 
Bremerton, and was later turned into 
a prison ship.
